Commaitſlioners of Excife;or their Deputies, 
in the ſeverall Offices reſpeively, by ſuffi- 
cient teſtimony, that the two pence afore- 
ſaid was duly paid at the firſt fale thereof as 
Spirits.

That for all Aqua vite, or Strong-Wa- 
ters, made in the Kingdom, which ſhall'be 
again exported for any parts beyond the 
Scas, or out of the Realm of England, &c. 
Whether into Plantations or other whatſo< 
ever, having firſt paid the feverall Exciſes 
before mentioned ; The Commiſſioners of 
Excilſe for the time being,or their Deputies, 
unta whom the ſeverall Exciſes have been 
paidasaforefaid, being ſufficiently ſatisfied

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therein as aforefaid, ſhall, and may allow 
and repay, the ſeverall Exciles aforeſaid, 
except onely the one peny latd upon forrain 
Spirits, made hese 1nto perte& Strong-Wa- 
ters. Provided alwaycs, that all Spirits, 
both forrain and domeſtick, that ſhall frau- 
dulently be fold by any perſon or perſons, 
to Chapmen or others, to retail mm kinde, 
inſtead of Aqua vite or Strong-Waters,be- 
fore the ſame be re-diſtilled and made into 
perfe& Aquawvite or Strong-Waters, ſhall 
pay for every Gallon, fo {old after the rate 
of cight pence per Gallon Excils. 

And provided alwayes, that no Diſtil- 
lers, or other Dealers in Spirits, Aqua wite, 
or Strong-Waters as aforeſaid, ſhall have 
any' benefit of the rates or abatements a- 
foreſaid, but onely ſuch as ſhall cleer the 
Exciſe according to the ſaid feverall rates, 
for all Spirits, Aqua vite, and Strong-Wa- 
ters, made, bought, or ſold reſpeQively 
fince the eleventh of September, 1623. by 
ſuch teſtimony as ſhall ſatisfie the Commil- 
fioners, or their Deputies, by an:accompt 
under their hands, to be brought in-within:
